A JOBLESS FUTURE? 



Outlook for Prospective Teachers Bad 
According to Department of Labor 



According to the U. S. Department 
of Labor, graduates trained for elemen- 
tary school teaching should find a wide 
choice of employment opportunities in 
most states this spring. On the other 
hand, prospective teachers at the 
secondary level will find a highly com- 
petitive employment situation in all 
but a few subject fields. Last year, only 
one student completed training for 
elementary teaching for every three 
who were needed; this year, the short- 
age will be nearly as acute. The num- 
ber of students completing preparation 
for high school teaching in 1949 was 
four times as great as the demand; the 
oversupply in 1950 is expected to be 
even greater. 
I'ropseets for Elementary Teachers 

The need for teachers in elementary 
schools will continue to increase over 
the next several years. According to a 
recent study by the Department of 
Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
enrollment! in grades one to eight will 
probably rise sharply for the next 
st>vin years in most states and then 
level off. The total number of elemen- 
tary teaching positions will therefore 
Increase considerably, perhaps by more 
than 260,000 in the next seven years. 
The number of new teachers required 
annually will be greatest about 1953, 
the year when the sharpest increase 
in enrollments is expected. 

Many more new teachers are required 
each year as replacements than fin 
new positions, even in the current 
period of rapid growth of elementary 
school population. On the basis of a 
conservative rate of seven percent, it 
is estimated that over half a million 
elementary teachers will be required in 
l he next ten years to replace those who 
die, retire, or leave the classrooms for 
Other reasons. In addition, a sizeable 
number will be needed to replace some 
of the persons now teaching on emer- 
gency certificate*. 

The number of young people taking 

training lor elementary teaching will 
depend, in the future as in 1 he past, 
chiefly on the other employment op- 
portunities available and the relative 
salaries offered. If general economic 
conditions .should become less favorable 

and there should be considerable ini- 
employment, the supply of elementary 



teachers might become such third keen 
competition would develop. 
Prospects for Secondary Teachers 

Strong competition for liii>rr srhool 
teaching positions is expected in the 
country as a whole for the next few 
yean at least. However, the distribu- 
tion of teachers both by locality- and by 
subject field is such that some school;, 
suffer shortages while others have 
many applicants for caeli jol>. With 
few exceptions, shortages are now 
limited to rural areas and sucli special 
subject fields as home economies. The 
greates oversupply in most states is 
in men's physical education, true social 
sciences, and English. 

It is likely that education and experi- 
ence requirements will be raised, in 
line with the prewar trend. Students 
taking training for high school leach- 
ing should plan to eel a master \s degree 
in order to qualify for t he best em- 
ployment opportunities. 

Enrollments in trades nine to 
twelve are expected to decline until 
about 1952. Therefore, the need for 

high school teachers will be limited 

largely to replacement! for trie next 
few years. After 1952, enrollments will 
probably rise slowly for t lie following 
three vcars and then Increase rapidly 
into the lilGO's. Over the 1980 decadl , 
fins to 85.000 new te.icliers may be 
needed to handle Increased enrollments. 
In addition, from 17.000 to 30.000 re- 
placements may be required esach year 
dining the 1950's. However, unless 

high school enrollments sue consider- 
ably greater than stem protsabls on 

the basis of past trends, a training rate 
as high as lint in 194!) would continue 

to produce an over-supply of secondary

After serving for a time as deputy 
director cf intelligence in Washington, 
D. C.i he commanded the battleship 
New Mexico and engaged in many 
operations in the Pacific. 

Awarded the commendation ribbon 
for his "bold and effective handling of 
the Salt Lake City in action," he has 
also been decorated three times with 
the Legion of Merit for exceptionally 
meritorious conduct in the performance 
of outstanding service and was recom- 
mended by three war admirals under 
whom he served for promotion to flag- 
rank, that of rear admiral.

The late President Roosevelt made a statment jeered at when he uttered 
it, but which had a great deal of truth in it nevertheless— he observed that 
we had nothing to fear but fear itself. Th.it is a statement worth pondering 
in these days. The world is fearful; and, because it is fearful, it is confused, 
uncertain, and not a little hysterical- -and with reason. 

The conviction has been growing among thinking people for some years 

that what is really wrong with us is that we 
have lost what John Poster Dulles has called 
"a righteous and dynamic faith." For generations 
we have been increasingly interested in and 
involved with mate rial things, the tyrannical 
nature if which wi are suddenly beginning to 
discover. We no longer pi ssess our civilization; it 
has possessed us. It took John Lewis to show us 
h >w dependent we have become upon our beloved 
push buttons. And in this dependency we have 
forgotten the I tie thing which makes sense — 
the conviction that we live in a moral universe 
and that we aie not the guardians of our own 
cl( stinies. 

When wi become dependent upon material 

things, we- love those values upon which the past 

age a built. There are no spiritaul loyalties in a 

materialistic home, no n atter how clear the television pictures are or how well 

the automatic dishwasher works. And it is impossible to buy security in any 

fwrm at am price— whether that form be vast air fleets or that price ERP. 

Mr. Dulles, whom wt have quoted at the beginning cf this article, has just 
written a most significant book, which ought to be reading required of every 
literate person; its title is "War or Peace." In that he has advanced the thesis 
that the only way out of this welter of materialism is to regain confidence in 
our spiritual heritage, and a belief in the moral nature of man. It was not 
for nothing that the medieval philosopher! called theology the Queen of the 
Sciences. Tins is basically Hit reason for our courses in Christian ethics and 
philosophy here at Susquehanna; indeed, it is the real reason for church- 
affiliated colleges. But a study cf history only proves the dismal fact that, 
once a nation has forgotten it has moral obligations, and that it exists by 
divine pern ission alone, it soon ceases to exist. We are indeed in perilous 
waters, but there is a way out even now, if we have the courage and the 
moral convictions to find it— Robert F. W. Meader.

Besides these larger 
gifts, the Sorority has given through- 
out the years such gifts as a blood 
transfusion set, play-ground equipment, 
therapeutic lamps, invalid chairs, den- 
tal supplies, numerous toys and money.

Dr. Godsha.1 Speaks 
At Banquet Held 
By Pi Gamma Mu 



Dr. W. L. Godshall, professor at 
Lehigh University, was the speaker at 

Ihe annual election of Pi Gamma Mu, 
nation il honor social studies frater- 
nity. Dr. Godshall is the chancellor of 
the Eastern Region of Pi Gamma Mu. 
and was the co-author of the text 
book used in the World Problems class. 
The topic cf Dr. Godshall's address 
was power politics as an answer to 
Ihe world's problems. Dr. Godshall 
explained that since the Unite'd Slates 
was the core around which the other 
nations are working, and is in the 
position to influence their actions, we 
should exert, with integrity, power 
p. titles to its fullest degree. 

After the first world war, the United 
States was outside the League of 
Nations. It was not the failure of 
anyone m the league of Nations that 
failed to keep the peace, but the fail- 
ure of the biggest power of all, Ihe 
United States to enter into, and lead 
the way to peace through a powerful 

foreign policy. 

As an answer to the peace problem, 
Dr. Godshall proposed that as one 
of the two leading nations of the world 
today, we should take the lead in the 
political race of national forces. Since 
we are now within the United Nations, 
we must take the lead in front of 
Russia, and guide the world to peace. 

Dr. Godshall explained that although 
lie and mail) others had been wnouy 
against power politics, as an inter- 
national policy, i which may be s, on 
in his book) we must now turn to il. 
Virtue is not going to make us suc- 
cessful, but power politics must be 
played by virtuous people. Many for- 
eign nations arc misinformed about us, 

the bad things about us have been 
played up in foreign lands. 

Pi Gamma Mu, as one of the social 
studies organisations, should start to 
tell others about the United States; 
especially as to the sanctity of treaties. 
Strength of internal law. and Ihe id als 
upon which we won our freedom. We 
must tell others about Us through such 
mediun s as foreign scholarships, U. S. 
librarie: abroad, and we should set our 
own house in order, since mere example 
without power is illusionary and hazar- 
dous,

Need for Dietitians 
Urgent as Reported 
By Labor Department 

Dietitians are in demand! A thou- 
sand new dietitians are needed yearly 
to replace those who leave because 
of marriage or other reasons, but not 
nearly that number pit pare annually 
to enter the held, according to the 
U. S. Department of Labor's Women's 
Bureau which has .just completed a 
study m cooperation with the American 
Dietetic Association. In 1949 the Army 
reported almost 103 budgeted positions 
unfilled and many hospitals throughout 
the country reported difficulty in re- 
taining well trained dietitians for their 
foods services. 

Future expansion in the hospital 
field will result in further need for 
dietetic services. For instance, the 
director of dietetics for the Veterans' 
Administration expected her force of 
728 dietitians in 1949 to increase to 
1,300 in 1954 to serve the additional 
patients expected. The Hospital Sur- 
vey and Construction Act of 1946, 
which assists communities financially 
in building hospitals, the rising popu- 
larity of hospital insurance, the grow- 
ing population, and the increasing 
number of pi ople 05 years of age or 
more, expected to reach 17 million in 
1975, all tend to increase the demand 
tor dietitians. 

The various possibilities and the 
good opportunity for advancement in 
the Reld of diet: tics make it an attrac- 
tive one. Most dietitians work in hos- 
pitals supervising the food services for 
patients and the staff or tiach nutri- 
tion to student nurses, medical or 
dental students, and dietetic interns. 
Others are employed in institutions 
for the aged, in children's corrective 
instil ut ions or camps, college residence 
halls, school lunch programs, hotels, 

restaurants, and industrial cafeterias,

ies; others write fur newspapers or 
magazines or conduct radio or tele- 
vision programs.

A potential dietitian 
should be informed about the under- 
graduate and intern requirements for 
ADA membership. 

A nation-wide survey made by the 
Bureau of labor Statistics in 1949 in- j 
dieated that most dititians received j 
from $2,800 to $3,800 a year, in many 
instances with room and or n eals in 
addition. Heads of school cafeteria | 
■ystemi were paid from $2,650 to $5,125 
in 1948, depending upon the size of the 
.school system. 

Although most diititians are women, 
men art much in demand in I his 
field as food administrators. Most of 
the men have taken postgraduate work 
in restaurant or hotel management or 
administration and entered the field 
from that source.

I1PL0YMENT OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION GRADUATES 



The largest single career field open I 
to college graduates is in the manage- 
ment, and operation of business firms 
according to a study by the U. S. \ 
Department of Labor's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. The number of graduates 
from university business courses has 
ristn very rapidly in the past 30 years. 
In 1920, 1,500 students were granted 
bachelor's and first professional de- 
grees in business administration and 
commerce. By 1940, there were 19,000 
graduates. During the war, enrollment, 
and graduations fill substantially, but 
after the war, the tremendous flow of 
veN cans into business courses was 
reflected in the record figures of 38,000 
graduates in 1948, and more than 60,000 
in 1949. Even more will graduate this 
June. The great, rise in training in 
business has made collegiate business 
education the second largest field after 
teacher training, placing it abend of 
engineering,, agriculture, law and medi- 
cine. What an- the employment pros- 
pects for these graduates? 

Several factors affect the long range 
employment outlook for students in 
this field: the growth of buslneeu ad 
ministration employment, heavy re* 

plaet ment needs expected over the 
coming, yean, and increasing use of 

business administration graduates to 
tilt these .jobs. 

It is likely that total business em- 
ployment will continue to grow over 
the long, run, causing, a moderate 
increase in the number of executive 

|obs, There also will be a continuation 

of the trend toward greater specializa- 
tion and increased complexity in busi- 
ness. This has led to the wider u M 

it mil specialised workers ss account- 
ants, personnel workers, market re- 

,'iarc analysts, and tales executives 
However, a large part of this develop- 
ment has already taken place and it 
is not likely thai it will have as much 

effect in creating openings (or mana- 
gerial worker: sa in the past. 



Although the demands for graduates 
of collegiate business courses are ex- 
peeled to Increase in future years, there 
will continue lo be severe compel ition 
for the bell; r jobs which lead to exec- 
utive positions, During 1947 and Pel,",, 
there was a strong demand for business 
graduates by business (inns making 
up their wartime deficit nf adminis- 
trative and professional trainees. In 
1!)49, a decline in business activity 

caused many companies to curtail 
their recruitment programs, As a re- 
sult there was la-en competition for 

available jobs among Hie record crop 
of more than 80,000 business graduates, 
and many were not Immediately able 
to find jobs which matched then qual-

coin. The actual reproduction is made 
of a metal with a low fusing point, 
which easily takes the most minute 
details. Often the reproduction is 
clearer than the original, because of 
the fact that the new coin has cleaner 
surfaces and can thus be more easily 
read. The method of making these 
casts is fully illustrated in the exhibit. 
It is an acknowledged fact that the 
coins of ancient Greece reached a 
standard of artistic splendor never 
surpassed in later days. And of all

Ed Menapace Scores Game's Only 
Touchdown: SU vs Johns Hopkins Saturday 



On Saturday, October 7, Susque- 
hanna University's grid team will be 
shooting for its third consecutive win 
of the current season. Johns Hopkins 
of Baltimore, Maryland will offer the 
opposition, and try to spoil the Stagg- 
men's chances for another victory. In 
the first two outings of the season, the 
S.U. footballers were victorious over 
Lycoming, 27-0, and Wagner, 6-0. With 
two wins under their belts, and the 
"flght'n spirit" shown in the first two 
games, the Crusaders will be hard to 
beat on Saturday. Johns Hopkins is 
a newcomer to the schedule this year. 

In its game against Wagner last 
Saturday, Susquehanna received the 
opening kick-off and started driving 
toward the Wagner goal. This opening 
threat ended when an S.U. fumble 
was recovered by Wagner. The first 
quarter was dominated by the play of 
the Crusaders, with fine defensive work 
and superb running by Richie Young, 
Gene Fenstermacher, and Don Walters. 

The first quarter ended with S.U. on 
the Wagner 25. After the teams 
changed sides, a pass from Young, 
freshman back, to Ed Menapace took 
the ball to the Wagner one yard line, 
from which Menapace on the next play, 
bulled over for the only score of the 
day. The after touchdown attempt for 
the extra point by Steve Torok was 
blocked. 

Further drives in the second quarter 
by the Staggmen were stopped by 
penalties. One sensational pass play 
which covered 50 yards, Young to Ken 
Lenker, and went to the Wagner eight 
yard line, was called back because of 
illegal receiver down the field. 

In the third quarter, penalties hind- 
ered the play of Susquehanna, and good 
punting kept the Wagner team away 
from pay dirt. Wagner did drive to 
the S.U. 17 yard line only to be stopped 
dead by the defensive play of the line. 

Wagner, with time running out in 
the fourth quarter, tried desperately 
to score, but just couldn't penetrate 
the defenses thrown up by the S.U, 
grid team. Fine pass defense by Lenker 
and Gog Marek and a recovered Wag- 
ner fumble by John Rhodes kept the 
Wagner team at bay. Susquehanna 
stayed on the ground every time they 
got the ball in the fourth quarter, and 
by so doing, ran out the clock. The 
game ended with the Crusaders in 
possession of the ball.

S. U. WINS OPENER 27-0 



Before 1,200 elated fans at University 
Field on September 23, the Susque- 
hanna Crusaders opened their 1950 
season with a rousing 27-0 victory over 
Lycoming College. The game marked 
the beginning of the 61st year of coach- 
ing for Coach Amos Alonzo Stagg, Sr., 
■ind it gave promise of an excellent 
season for the Grand Old Man and the 
Crusader squad. 

The first half developed into a punt- 
ing contest between Cochran of Lycom- 
ing and S. U.'s Ed Palkovich and Men- 
apace. Although the Crusaders dom- 
inated first half play, neither team was 
able to make a sustained drive and 
halftime found both teams in a score- 
less deadlock. 

The Crusaders scored the first time 
they gained possession of the pigskin 
in the third period. Ken Lenker, who 
played an outstanding game as safety 
man, returned a Lycoming punt to the 
Lycoming 45. Rich Young carried 
around right end to the 33 and Don 
Walters rammed the middle to the 
28. Young then dashed through left 
tackle, leaped over a man, shook off two 
tacklers and raced into the end zone. 
Steve Torok booted the extra point and 
S. U. led 7-0. 

With Young and Menapace toting 
the leather the Crusaders drove to the 
Lycoming 6 as the third period ended. 
On the first play of the final period 
Menapace roared through right tackle 
to make it 13-0 in favor of S. U. Torok's 
placement was blocked. 

Lycoming was forced to punt follow- 
ing the kickoff and Lenker returned 
12 yards to the S. U. 44. A Young to 
Lenker pass was good for 28 yards to 
the Lycoming 24. Young gained six, and 
Menapace carried to the Lycoming 5. 
Young smashed through left tackle for 
the score and Torok booted the extra 
point. 

Cochran fumbled a punt after being 
hit hard by Charley Shamp and Gene 
Brouse recovered on the Lycoming 34. 
A series of ground gains by Young and 
a 15-yard Young to Prichard pass put 
the ball on the 1 yard line. Sam Porter 
then bucked over for the final TD and 
Torok converted to make the score 27-0 
in favor of S.U. 

First downs favored the Crusaders, 
12-4. S.U. gained 191 yards from 
scrimmage against 75 for the losers. 
Lycoming failed to complete any of 11 
attempted aerials, while the Crusaders 
completed 9 of 16 passes for a net gain 
->f 116 yards.

the coins will therefore nest like spoons. 
Another Greek coin of much interest 
is a tiny Athenian obol, put into the 
mouth of the dead as ferry-fare for 
Charon. This is shown in both the 
original and cast forms. 

The Roman coins embrace the period 
from the early Republic to the end of 
the Eastern Empire. The progressive 
degeneration of the artistic form as 
well as the monetary value is clearly 
demonstrated. Most of the major 
rulers and the greater historical figures 
are represented, such as Julius Caesar, 
the actual founder of the Roman 
Empire, whose stellated coin is among 
the others. 

Students of ancient history, coin 
collectors, and those interested in 
artistic design will all find this exhibit 
of interest.

At Susquehanna University Wednes- 
day morning chapel, Mr. Jan Triska 
gave a brief but touching appeal to the 
people of the United States and to 
indents in particular to make a bid 
for world peace by feeding and educat- 
ing starving, needy students abroad. 

Mr. Triska speaks not from books 
or lectures but from personal experi- 
ences with students abroad. For many 
years he worked with Czechoslovakian 
•students in their own country and then 
spent from April to October of 1948 
with these same students in Germany. 
It was during this time that Mr. Triska 
became fully aware of the work that 
WSSF was doing. From Switzerland, 
Holland, America, and many other 
countries, over 140 scholarships and 
over 100 parcels of food, clothing, and 
medical supplies were sent bearing the 
mark of the WSSF. 

In Pakistan many students are too 
weak to study. They have barely food 
enough to exist on. People drop like 
flies from lack of the necessities of 
life. In Athens the Greek students eat 
but once a day. They stand in line for 
that one meal. They have only limited 
study facilities and must wait in line 
to get into the library. What a con- 
trast it is to American students who can 
eat regularly and who can study as 
often and as long as they wish. 

We have not chosen to lead the 
world, but the world has chosen us. 
We must lead the world for the good of 
those who are unable to survive alone 
and for our own religious, economic, 
and political security. We do not ask 
to lead the world — it is our heritage. 

Before we can lead the world we 
must understand the people of the 
world, we must personally realize their 
needs before we can help them. We 
must help them before we can lead 
them.

HOPKINS' BACKFIELD SPEED AND POWER 
CRUMBLE SU DEFENSE: MEET JUNIATA 



The Susquehanna Crusaders journ- 
eyed to Homewood Field, Baltimore, 
Maryland, last Saturday to buck 
against the Blue Jays of Johns Hopkins. 
The Crusaders were outplayed as Hop- 
kins dealt out a stinging 34-0 defeat 
to S. U. 



With vicious blocking and the hard 
running of backs Miller, Lay, Semler, 
and Tierney, the blue-shirted men of 
Johns Hopkins gained an early lead 
which they never relinguished while 
Susquehanna took to the air in a val- 
iant but futile attempt to penetrate the 
Blue Jay defenses. 

Hopkins won the toss and elected to 
kick off. Gene Fenstermacher returned 
to the 30 but the Crusaders could not 
gain the needed yardage for the first 
down and Ed Menapace punted to the 
Hopkins 30. After Tierney had slashed 
for gains to the S. U. 45, he was tackled 
hard by Fenstermacher and fumbled. 
Roland Rosetti, Crusader tackle who 
played a great defensive game, recov- 
ered the fumble. The Orange and 
Maroon again could not gain and Men- 
apace booted to the Hopkins 15. The 
Blue Jays returned 20 yards to the 35. 
Lay, Miller, and Tierney ripped off 
long runs and Miller gained a first 
down on the S. U. 5. There the Cru- 
sader line stiffened and held for three 
downs. With fourth down and two to 
go, Lay carried to the left, fumbled, 
recovered, cut back speedily to the I 
right and raced into the end zone. 
Brown's attempted placement was wide. 
Hopkins 6, S. U. 0. 

After an exchange of punts, the 
second quarter opened with Stamfel 
punting to the Hopkins 24. Using their 
aerial offense to advantage the Blue 
Jays began a 76 yard march which 
ended in pay-dirt. Again it was a fourth 
down play, a pass from Myers to 
Schwarz, which netted the TD. Miller 
converted to make it Hopkins 13, S. U. 
0. 

Rich Young returned the Hopkins 
kickoff thirty yards, but the attack 
stalled once more. After Art Stamfel 
punted, the Blue Jays drove to the 
midfield stripe. Eddie Miller, who was 
a thorn in the S. U. side all day, picked 
up good blocking and made a 50 yard 
jaunt through the Crusader secondary 
to score. Hornick converted to make 
the score read 20-0 in favor of Johns 
Hopkins as the half ended moments 
later. 

Following Don Walter's kickoff to 
open the second half, Hopkins drove 
to the S. U. 19 where Bob MacNamara 
intercepted to stop the threat momen- 
tarily. With Young tossing to Prichard 
and Stamfel, the Crusaders moved to 
the midfield stripe where they lost the 



ball on downs. 

After driving to the S. U. 38, Miller 
faded to pass, elected to run, and 
raced down the sidelines to score. The 
play was nullified by a penalty, but 
two plays later Semler skirted left 
end for another six pointer. Hornick 
again converted to make it Hopkins 
27, Susquehanna 0. 

Young, who tried desperately to lead 
the Crusaders to paydirt, returned the 
Hopkins kickoff to the S. U. 25. Young 
then attempted a pass to Stamfel, but 
Semler intercepted on the S. U. 35 
and churned his way to the end zone. 
Hornick converted to make the score 
34-0. 

Late in the final quarter S. U. finally 
got their offense moving. Jesse Stone 
recovered a Hopkins fumble on the 
S. U. 10 and with Young tossing to 
Stamfel and Walter, the Crusaders 
moved to the Hopkins 42, their farthest 
penetration thus far. Trumbo inter- 
cepted a Young pass on the Hopkins 
40, but two plays later Buss Carr re- 
covered a fumble on the S. U. 46. Young 
passed for gains to the Hopkins 35, 
the deepest Crusader penetration of 
the day. There the attack stalled and 
the game ended with the ball in Johns 
Hopkins' possession. 

Rosetti, Pittello, Lenker, and Fenster- 
macher were outstanding in the S. U. 
defense, while Young, Stamfel, and 
Prichard, and Walter fought against 
the odds on the offense. 

The S. U. Band, which made the 
trip along with two busloads of stu- 
dents, paraded on the field at halftime 
and were warmly applauded for the 
large J formed in front of the home 
stands.

First is the goal of competent judgment. This is the intellectual job. 
You have already been thrown into the schedule of classes and courses. In 
your note-book is blank paper on which you will take lecture notes, which 
sometimes are mere scribbling. After several weeks of solemn note-taking you 
will undoubtedly graduate to doodling, drawing pictures, and playing tic-tac- 
toes with your neighbor. Soon the time will come when you will be overwhelmed 
with required reading, term papers, tons of paper, and bottles of ink. But 
all the hard work will be rewarded when the exams roll around. 

But what is the reason for this type of work? Is it to get through courses, 
pass exams, to get grades? Certainly not! Your job here in college is not to 
learn WHAT to think but HOW to think. The job is not to read so many 
books, but to learn how to read a book. 

Competent judgment is needed badly in our society where a man's thinking 
can so easily be done for him. Your job is to become a thinking man, who can 
discern the true scales of values against the false ones by which society lives, 
all neon-lighted half-truths, all easy, empty words and mental laziness. The 
power of judgment is a tool indispensible for the intelligent individual in making 
his way wisely through the clamoring roads of modern life. College is the 
BEST place to acquire that competence. 

This critical mindedness should not mean just a detachment, a refusal 
to take sides. It means once truth is discerned, and a genuine commitment 
made to it, there will be warfare against all that is false. But first of all is' 
the moral obligation to be intelligent about the things to be loyal to.

areas, colonialism, and the structure 
of empires— West and East. 

The day before Pearl Harbor, which 
will always remain as a blurred horrid 
memory for most of us, Mr. Smith 
joined the Office of the Coordinator 
of Information, with the assignment 
of setting up an American information 
service in the Far East. He left the 



The News and You 



The headlines on last weeks news- 
papers gave us the impression that the 
Korean war would soon be over and 
that peace would come to that war-torn 
country. However, a spokesman for 
General MacArthur said in Tokyo, that 
guerrilla fighting had started through- 
out Korea— particularly in South Korea. 

The statement concerning guerilla 
warfare didn't make the headlines, at 
least not as of Sunday, October 22. 
We may presume then, that for the 
moment, it is not a major military 
problem. Whether or not this guerilla 
warfare will stay in the background 
remains to be seen. 

At the end of the European fighting 
during the last war the G.I.'s in Ger- 
many ran into comparatively little 
resistance in the form of guerilla war- 
fare. There were many instances of 
sand or water being placed in gasoline 
tanks, and decapitating wires were 
.stretched across highways, but the sig- 
nificant point is that there weren't 
any large scale organized units that 
constantly harrassed the occupying 
forces. 

That was the situation in Germany, 
but it appears that it won't be as easy 
in Korea. The will of the North Kor- 
eans to resist has apparently not been 
broken by the overwhelming UN forces. 
As the North Korean armies were 
beaten back they were able to organize 
into small bands which can be expert r<l 
to keep United Nations forces on the 
firing line throughout the long and 
bitter Korean winter. 

Guerilla warfare is not only danger-

While the ship was still at sea, 
Rangoon was taken by the Japanese, 
and the ship was diverted to Karachi, 
India. So, it was in India that Mr. 
Smith set up the Office of the Coordin- 
ator, which subsequently became the 
India-Burma Division of the Office 
of War Informtaion, commonly known 
as the O. W. I. 

He headed that division for two 
years, and then was hospitalized home. 
After his recovery, several months 
later, he went to the New York office 
of the O.W.I., training other persons 
for service in the field, especially the 
Par East. In addition to these duties 
as Chief of the Training Division, he 
acted as the principal radio commen- 
tator on Far Eastern Affairs for 
O.W.I.'s "Voice of America." He re- 
turned to the Foreign Desk of the 
Times at the close of the war and 
w;s later promoted to the editorial 
department. 

All these experiences have been re- 
flected in his writing. In 1940, he 
brought out his prophetic book on the 
forthcoming Japanese attack, "Our 
Future in Asia," followed the next year 
by "Your Foreign Policy." His book, 
■Divided India," brought out in 1947, 
deals in part with his experiences 
during the war and the problem of 
India. 

Mr. Smith has written a series of 
public affairs broadcasts for the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System, "This Living 
World." acted as political consultant 
to NBC on their United Nations pro- 
gram, as well as appearing on the 
Town Meeting of the Air, The Peoples' 
Platform, and dozens of other broad- 
casts. 

The Foreign Policy Association has 
presented him as a platform speaker 
in almost every American city of size 
east of the Mississippi and north of 
Washington, and his own courses of 
lectures have been a popular feature 
at the Brooklyn Institute, the Staff 
Officers' School at Yale University, and 
Bernard College of Columbia Univer- 
sity. 

Recently Mr. Smith pointed out that, 
"As a matter of fact, I don't believe 
that there have been twenty-four con- 
secutive hours in the last twenty years 
of my life in which I have not been 
doing something intimately connected 
with the problems of the Far East or 
American foreign policy

to Susquehanna. Through the courtesy 
of the Robert Lee Galleries of Newton, 
Connecticut, a large collection of Jap- 
anese prints has been set up, any one 
of which may be purchased for 
extremely reasonable prices. 

The Japanese art of block printing 
began in the 10th Century A. D. with 
the introduction of plain line drawings 
which were later colored by hand. The 
introduction of block prints coincided 
with the rise of a prosperous middle 
class which as yet had no chance to 
obtain the relatively expensive original 
paintings which were the work of and 
for the aristocracy. In the latter part 
of the 16th Century the art of produc- 
ing pictures from copper engravings 
came from Portugal with Christian 
missionaries, but ceased almost entirely 
after 1637 when Christianity was inter- 
dicted, due to a Christian revolt. 

In 1765, Harunobu, who is repre- 
sented in the collection, invented and 
used the process of printing in color 
from "color-separation" blocks, a pro- 
cess used from that time on. Disting- 
uishable are various types: landscapes, 
genre work, flowers and still life, birds, 
and seascapes. Reconed among the 
very finest of all Japanese artists in 
this fascinating medium are Hokusai 
and his younger contemporary, Hiro- 



shige. both of whom lived in the early 
Hiro^n'expe'iencei^however, obliges 19th Century. Numerous examples of 
See STAR COURSE-Page 4 the work of both are represented, es- 

pecially noteworthy being a magmfi- 
cant plate by Hokusai of a crashing 
wave, one of the famous series of 
Thirty-six views of Mt. Fuji. Hiro- 
shige was better known for his scenes 
of the life of common people, and in 
his representations of the various 
moods of the Japanese weather.

In Germany, in spite of the need for 
food and medical supplies, the students 
desire intellectual help first of all. 
In one of the small libraries the wait- 
ing lists for books are so long that the 
last student will not have a chance 
to get one of the books for two years. 
In Greece, political instability has 
hampered reconstruction, and student 
hostels are in bad condition. Because 
of poor diet and inadequate housing, 
the tuberculosis rate among students 
has been rising steadily.

The goal of moral integrity is the second of the three goals fcr college. 

The power of judging is chiefly a task of the mind, but that of developing 
moral integrity involves the whole person, all the intangible parts. Being 
true to cue's self is not a difficult job for a college student, because he will 
find himself so many selves he won't know which one to be true to. Individual 
integrity is difficult to acquire because the college students live together so 
collectively that they become crowd conscious, with a herd morality which 
i \ tiyone follows. Imitation is the resounding watchword of college life. "To 
be one of the boys" is the great ideal. Don't be different. If the hem lines go up 
or down, or if moral lines go up or down, follow the fashion. It doesn't matter 
so much about hem-lines. It DOES matter about moral lines. For the result 
of the imitation of the crowd is that the individual is a reflection of the people 
he's with. He changes his moral colors quick as a flash, to be one of the gang, 
"Oh, I'll go along with the gang, anythlng's all right for me." 

A real person is not marked so much by adaptibility as by integrity. A person 
of integrity lives by principle not by fashion. That doesn't mean you must be 
a "stick-in-the-mud," certainly there is a place for fitting-in and adaptibility. 
But conformity on standards of moral behavior is poor stuff when the integrity 
of the self is undermined. 

There are those among you who now are nobodies, gangling and green, 
who will emerge as significant persons, not even in college, but later, because 
they are possessed now by some high principles that make them one-directional 
and single-minded. There are, of course, others whose ideas of being a person, 
are to be nothing more than a clothes-rack, a smooth, an easy made, a good 
fourth for canasta or bridge, a picker of snap courses, who takes every short-cut 
With the excuse, "Everybody does It." If nothing happens to you to change 
that, you'll get a diploma, but you'll have about as much integrity as a jelly-fish, 
and about as much to contribute to society.

JAPANESE PRINTS— From Page 1 
number of splendid examples of his 
work are to be seen. 

Photography made serious inroads 
upon the ancient art of block printing, 
as might be expected, but it has been 
revived. Notable is the work of the 
moderns: Koson, Koho, Fujimara, 
Keizan, Hodo, and Yeijira. The two 
famous plates of horses, stark and 
extremely forceful in their simplicity, 
of Keizan are to be seen, Hodo's flower 
prints, and Kcson's birds are well 
known. Hasui is a representative of the 
later school also, which has departed 
from the type of the earlier prints, 
which were strongly linear, to the newer 
one which makes use of the Western 
technique of painting by color and 
hue. This can be seen especially in 
Koho's work. 

The University is extremely grateful 
to the Robert Lee Galleries for the 
privilege of presenting these magnifi- 
cent prints, which vary from 5x7 cards 
to large landscapes, and in price from 
seventy-five cents to fifteen dollars, 
as marked. Orders may be left for any 
prints which may already have been 
sold.

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STAR COURSE— Prom Page 1 
him to meet this question of "prophecy" 
repeatedly, since he has an established 
reputation as one of the best "shot- 
callers" in the political field. In some 
instances, his foreknowledge has been 
almost uncanny. 

Early in 1940, for example, he brought 
out his book. "Our Future In Asia," 
In which he forecast the precise direc- 
tion and character of the Japanese 
attack on the United States. He said 
specifically, "When Germany and Rus- 
sia fall out, watch, within a few 
months, for a sweep of Japanese to 
the south." Germany attacked Russia 
in June, 1941, Pearl Harbor took place 
in December. 

"Your Foreign Policy," written in 
the spring of 1941, stated clearly that 
the United States had been forced out 
of "neutrality" and would shortly be 
obliged to defend itself. 

"Divided India," written eighteen 
months before the "Mountbatten Plan" 
was revealed, gave the precise details 
of the forthcoming Indian invasion. 
The publishers had no occasion to 
revise a line of the book after the 
British plan had been announced. 

Mr. Smith says that the answer is 
not the job for the stargazer. "It's as 
practical as getting all the facts." 
That's his job and he does it. A clear 
concise analysis with all the facts at 
hand, can never be called a prophecy. 
Mr. Smith emphatically states that 
the main factor threatening our in- 
dividual freedom and recognition of 
individuals and minority groups, is the 
great injustice of impersonal general- 
ization. That is the basis for his strong 
opposition to Communism, in the Far 
East and elsewhere. "When we quit 
thinking about 'the Chinese,' 'the Filip- 
pinos,' 'the Malays,' and begin to think 
about good guys named Charlie and 
Johnny and Al; when we quit think- 
ing about 'ideological classifications' 
and begin to think about paying the 
rent, and using a tooth-brush; then 
we will begin to understand the Far 
East." 

"We are not dealing with colored 
areas on the map or classifications b. f. 
and g-7 in a statistical table— We are 
dealing with individual human per- 
sons, who laugh- cry- sing- fight- hope, 
and want to be believed— just exactly 
a.s you and I." 

In this lecture which will be given 
here at Susquehanna University on 
October 30, Monday evening, Mr. Smith 
will analyze the background, the mo- 
tives, and the final acts of treason of 
such notorious betrayers as Alger Hiss, 
Judith Coplon, Axis Sally, Alan Nunn 
May and Klaus Fuchs, to discover why 
person* do things that all of us regard 
as beyond condonation and almost 
beyond belief. 

For seven years Mr. Smith was an 
officer of the Military Intelligence 
Reserve, and he spent the war years 
in the office of the War Information 
screening workers for overseas duty 
and preparing them for confidential 
duties all over the world. His experi- 
ence in this work, as well as his native 
astuteness, give him vast insight into 
these complex situations. This is a 
real chance to hear "The Psychology 
of Betrayal" about the lesser Judases 
of the world. 

All of us are suddenly faced with 
the strong possibility of our third 
World War. The subject of "The 
Psychology of Betrayal," is and will 
bring this fact to the fore more strongly 
than ever. We shall wonder how many 
more Judases will spring up from the 
peoples cf the world to add their chant 
of discontent and horror for everyone. 
Mr. Smith is not just another lecturer 
but a human being who can in one 
.short evening bring to all of us a 
clear, concise, intelligent picture of 
what we must be on guard against if 
we are to face this crisis without fear 
and torment.

During the past week the defense 
minister of the North Atlantic Pact 
Nations arranged a special meeting 
with President Truman. Their military 
advisors had urged the selection of 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower as 
commander of an International armed 
force. 

The five-star general, now president 
of Columbia University, has already 
gone to Washington for conferences 
with military leaders. He has already- 
stated that he would accept the posi- 
tion if it were offered to him. 

As commander of SHAPE, Supreme 
Headquarters, Atlantic Powers in Eur- 
ope, he would be considered as return- 
ing to active military duty which would 
end his civilian status acquired during 
the last two years. This situation 
would also eliminate any further dis- 
cussion concerning his possible draft 
for the 1952 Republican Presidential 
nomination. 

It is known that Eisenhower is in 
favor of re-armlng Western Germany 
as part of the Atlantic Pact's plan for 
the set-up of maximum power. He 
added, however, that the re-arming 
should be done with "consideration" 
for fears of the French people. Prance, 
haunted by age-old fears of German 
aggression is naturally opposed to any 
large scale re-arming of Germany. This 
situation promises to be one of the 
most controversial Issues that will arise 
as Atlantic Pact policy is put into 
action. With Elsenhower as head of 
SHAPE, we can at least be sure of 
experienced leadership.

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REN LENKER SPARKS SU TO 7-6 WIN OVER C. C. N. Y. 



The Susquehanna Crusaders notched 
their third victory of the 1950 season 
by defeating the City College of New 
York Violets, 7-6, on University Field 
last Saturday. A small crowd was on 
hand to watch the Stagg-coached Cru- 
saders strike paydirt late in the second 
period on a 15-yard pass from Rich 
Young to Ken Lenker. Steve Torok 
converted and the Orange and Maroon 
held a 7-0 advantage until the final 
period when the Violets netted a 
touchdown, but missed the extra point 
—a failure which spelled out victory 
for the charges of Coach Amos Alonzo 
Stagg. 

On a gridiron dampened by a morn- 
ing rain, the Crusaders kicked off to 
open the game which was marked by 
vicious tackling and hard running. 
After Pizzarelli, who was a thorn in 
the Crusader side, completed a 15-yard 
pass to Douglas, the line held and 
forced CCNY to punt after Dick Hen 
tossed Mas for a 7-yard loss. 

Gene Fenstermacher and Don Walter, 
aided by good blocking, ground out 
several long gains and it looked as 
though the Crusaders were on their 
way to the end zone, non-stop. How- 
ever, a 15-yard penalty and two in- 
completed passes stalled the S. U. 
offensive machine and Walter punted 
into the Violet end zone. 

Following another exchange of punts, 
the Crusaders had the ball on their 
own 30-yard line. Ed Palkovich, hard- 
running halfback, who was back in 
the lineup for the first time since the 
opening game, carried his first time 
around right end for a short gain. He 
was tackled hard and suffered a re- 
injury of his right knee and had to be 
helped to the dressing room. 

Midway in the second quarter, the 
chain of events which led to the 
Crusader's touchdown, began to take 
form. Walter punted to the Violet 37, 
where Pizzarelli was tackled immedi- 
ately by Gene Brouse, hard-charging 
Crusader guard. Following an 8-yard 
pass play, Kalman, who completed 11 
of 27 passes for the Violets, went back 
to pass but was hit for a 20-yard loss 
by Jesse Stone who crashed in from 
left end. Matican attempted to punt, 
but again Stone roared in, blocked the 
attempt, picked up the pigskin and 
raced to the CCNY 10. 

Walter gained to the 5, but another 
15-yard penalty hurt the Crusaders 
and moved the ball back to the Violet 
25. A 19-yard pass from Fenstermacher 
to co-captain Ken Lenker, who per- 
formed admirably all afternoon, put the 
oval on the 7. Attempting to hit the 
left side of the line, Fenstermacher 
slipped on the 11 and another penalty 
moved the ball back to the 16. At this 
point Rich Young, diminutive half- 
back, tossed a pass intended for Bosh 
Prichard in the end zone, but Pizzarelli 
leaped high in the air, intercepted the 
toss and returned it to the 10. 

The Crusader line fought grimly to 
hold the Violets as they tossed Pizzar- 
elli for a 5-yard loss and batted down 
a Kalman pass. Matican booted to the 
Violet 29 and the S. U. scoring drive 
began. 

Two passes from Young to Lenker 
put the oval on the 15, and two plays 
later Young flipped an aerial to Lenker 
in the end zone for the TD. Steve 
Torok booted the extra point and the 
half ended with S. U. leading 7-0. 

The third period turned out to be 
an exchange of punts, with the only 
outstanding play being a 26-yard aerial 
from Gene Fenstermacher to Bosh 
Prichard. 

Midway in the final period Palesty 
intercepted a Young pass on the 50 
to set up the only Violet score. A 
series of ground gains and a pass from 
Kalman to Douglas put the ball on 
the S. U. 10. Two plays later Kalman 
tossed a strike to Pizzarelli in the 
end zone to make it S. U. 7, CCNY 6. 
Lenker raced in to block Matican's 
placement, but the Crusaders were de- 
tected offsides and Susquehanna hearts 
were aflutter as the Violets received 
another try. This time Matican's place- 
ment was low and S. U. led 7-6. 

Time was the important element in 
Crusader minds as they batted down 
desperate Violet passes and took over 
the pigskin. Fenstermacher and Walter 
ran several plays which used up prec- 



ious minutes and when the Violets i 
finally took over, two pass attempts i 
failed and the referee signaled the end 
of the game, with the Crusaders vic- 
torious, 7-6.

KNOW YOUR 
PROFESSOR 



In the past we have confined our 
interviews of professors to the new 
arrivals on our campus, probably taking 
for granted that we knew most of 
what there was to know about the 
veteran professors. However, every 
once in a while a few facts about 
some of our older professors slip into 
our view and cause us to wonder more 
about these individuals whom we have 
taken for granted in the past. To 
bring some of the very interesting 
facts about our faculty into the light, 
we are going to interview some of the 
S. U. professors who have been mem- 
bers of our college family for quite 
a few years. 

The first member on whom we turn 
our spotlight, is Dr. John Jacob Houtz, 
associate professor of chemistry. Dr. 
Houtz was born in Selinsgrove, Penn- 
sylvania in a house which stood on 
the spot now occupied by Seibert Hall 
and which then was in the section 
known as Faculty Row. He was the 
son of a mathematics professor at Sus- 
quehanna who taught at this insti- 
tution for fifty years. 

The education of Dr. John Houtz was 
begun in the public schools of Selins- 
grove, continued in the preparatory 
school which was then operated by 
Susquehanna, and finally his under- 
graduate study was culminated in Sus- 
quehanna University itself. 

From S. U., Dr. Houtz went to Louis- 
ianna State where he entered the 
Department of Chemistry known as the 
Audubon Sugar School. Here he ob- 
tained his master's degree. Upon Dr. 
Houtz's graduation from Louisianna 
State, he pursued his work of sugar 
technology in a sugar factory in Louis- 
ianna. 

After a few years of work in Louisi- 
anna, he sailed for Cuba where he 
remained for the next ten years work- 
ing for the Centrale (San Vincente) 
Company that made raw sugar. While 
here this chemical engineer worked 
his way up from a position as chemist 
in the plant to that of superintendent. 
He returned to the states and from 
1920=-27. he taught in the Sunbury 
High School. In 1927 he joined the 
faculty of Susquehanna University. In 
1933, Carthage College gave him the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Science. 
During the twenty-three years Dr. 
Houtz has been here, he has noted 
the general improvement in the build- 
ings, the enlarging student body and 
also the increase in the size of the 
faculty. 

In his spare time he enjoys surveying 
and trying to raise anything from 
vegetables to trees. 

Following in his father's footsteps, 
his son is a research chemist for the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories. His son 
has four children, thus making Dr. 
Houtz a proud grandfather. Psychology 
was the major field of study of his 
daughter. She is married to a forester 
who is a member of the faculty of 
Penn State. 

Dr. Houtz always had an interest 
in chemistry, even when he was a very 
young boy. When he was a student at 
S. U. he had a great admiration for 
Dr. OeorgC E. Fisher, who was his 
chemistry professor. Therefore, chem- 
istry seemed to be the natural field 
for him to choose when the time for 
decision came. 

The American Chemical Society, the 
National Fntuneering Society, and the 
Blgme Alpha Epsilon fraternity are 
among the organizations of which Dr. 
Houtz is ■ member. 

Dr, Houtz has a home in Selinsgrove 
and a farm in Snyder county. These 
things, plus his many years at S. U. 
which have made him admired and 
emulated by many students, have 
caused deep foots to be planted.

In 1936, he 
founded "The Susquehanna University I 
Studies" and a few years later secured 
an endowment which made possible 
The Susquehanna University Press. 
Be also founded and installed the 
campus chapter of Alpha Psi Omega. 
Dr. Wilson has been advisor to "The 
Susquehanna" for the last nineteen 
years and advisor for "The Lanthom" 
for seventeen years. He is also advisor 
to the Student Christian Association. 

In the fiL-ld of English, Dr. Wilson 
has had two books published, has 
served as editor for five other books, 
and has written a number of pro- 
fessional articles, particularly on Shak- 
espeare and American drama. 

His greek-letter memberships include: 
Phi Beta Kappa scholastic fraternity, 
Alpha Psi Omega dramatics fraternity, 
and Phi Mu Delta social fraternity. He 
is listed nationally in standard refer- 
ence books like "Who's Who in the 
East," "Who Knows and What," and 
"The Directory of American Scholars."

Susquehanna's fighting Crusaders upset the Ford machine last Saturday 
as they licked the Haverford gridders, 12-7, in a game which was supposed to 
be a "soft touch" for the men from down Philly way. The Orange and Maroon 
racked up their fourth victory of the season in the battle on University Field 
before a good-sized Homecoming Day crowd, the first Homecoming Day victory 
for the Crusaders in three years. 

Stellar play by the hard-charging Crusader line which dumped Ford 
backs fcr several large losses and the work of Don Walter and RicTi Young 
in the backfield, enabled the charges of Coach Amos Alonzo Stagg to defeat 
the invaders from Haverford. 

After a scoreless first half which was highlighted by two magnificent 
ooal line stands by the Crusaders, S. U. struck paydirt early in the third period 
when Young slashed through tackle to culminate a 63-yard drive and give 
the Stagg-men a 6-0 lead, ss Torok's placement was wide. 

A pass interception, a lcng run, and a Crusader punt which was blocked 
by Don Chandler set up the scoring chance for the Fords. After being recovered 
by the Fords on the S. U. 22, a Garrison to Vance pass play carried to the 2, 
from where Jim Boyd crashed the line for the TD. The conversion was made 
by Andre Briod and the Fords held 1 "* 
a 7-6 lead with ten minutes left to

"The Perennial Life of Comedy" is 
the over-all title of the third section. 
The tradition of clowning and popular 
farce has been almost unbroken, from 
the ancient clowns that came from 
the fertility-rituals, down to our own 
vaudeville performers. Popular farce 
Is also the source of high comedy, and 
this is traced through the Comedia 
dell 'Arte, through Moliere and the 
Restoration to American Minstrel show 
and contemporary musical. 

The final section is concerned with 
the "Theater in the Modern World" 
which reflects, on the one hand, the 
revolutionary movements of our in- 
dustrialized society, and on the other, 
the sufferings of the lost, or rebellious, 
or bewildered individual. This section 
of the exhibition begins with Ibsen 
and Chekhov, fathers of Contemporary 
drama, and includes pictures from many 
current productions. 

The text for the exhibition was writ- 
ten by Francis Fergusson, whose dis- 
tinguished critical study, "The Idea 
of a Theater" (Princeton University 
Press, 1950), has been widely acclaimed.

The course will carry three credits. 
It will be composed of an intensive 
study in English translation of literary 
masterpieces of the ancient Greek 
world, and will prove of special interest 
to students of English, the classics, and 
history.

Biochemistry will be taught by Dr.

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HERSHEY REPORTS ON DRAFT STATUS 
OF MEN IN AMERICAN COLLEGES 
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Students Advised To 
Wait Until Drafted 

In a recent article in "U.S. News 
and World Report" (January 5, 1951) 
Major General Lewis B. Hershey pre- 
sented his viewpoints on the draft 
situation in colleges. The following 
article is a summary of that report. 

Early in 1951, young men and their 
parents will get a clearer idea of 
what the future holds. Congress is 
preparing to rewrite the manpower 
rules, 

On basis of draft policies most likely 
to be accepted: Youths in college, 
where grades are satisfactory, will have 
at least a 50-50 chance to go on with 
their education in the next school year. 
Attitudes of local draft boards will 
dominate in individual cases, but 
official policy will favor deferment of 
good students. 

To trace prospects in more detail: 

Seniors will nearly all face service 
problems upon graduation in June. 
About half of them are veterans, and 
those with a year's service probably 
will continue to be draft exempt. But 
veterans with a few months service 
may be subject to recall, under plans 
being debated. 

Physically fit non-veterans will often 
be drafted as privates. They may then 
compete for officer training, which will 
be expanding, but a college diploma 
will not guarantee success. 

If seniors want to do postgraduate 
work, they will have to convince the 
draft board that their specialities are 
needed. Nothing is definite except 
that medical students will be deferred, 
and that Washington is working on 
a plan that will "save" a percentage 
of 1951's seniors for advanced study.

; mental tests and the best college record. 

The Hershey Plan has wide support, 

| and Congress appears likely to accept 

it in principle. Chances for deferment 

cf juniors are best for those in pre- 

; medical, physics, engineering, chem- 

| istry, and related fields. 

Sophomons are nore vulnerable to 

drafting than juniors, because few 

i sophomores are veterans and it is 

| hard to convince draft boards that 

j a college sophomore is doing some- 

i thing essential. Most sophemores ex- 

| pect to be drafted next summer, and 

| consequently are letting studies slide. 

Officials are trying to combat that 

attitude by saying that a reasonable 

policy of deferment is ccming up. It 

will aim at guaranteeing the serious 

student a fair chance to complete his 

' course. Deferment under this plan will 

i stop automatically when a student 

flunks or fails to get a certificate of 

good standing from his college for 

any reason. 

Drafting of this year's sophomores 
will be fairly heavy. Manpower plan- 
ners estimate that about one out of 
two sophomores probably will be 
drafted next summer. 

Freshrren in college this year face 
about the same draft prospects as 
sophomores. About cne out of two 
will be drafted. Those who get back 
mto college next September will be 
deferred until June, 1952. If plans 
work out, students in the upper half 
of their class will have the best 
?hance of deferment to continue 
college. 

That is the draft outlook for students 
la college now as things stand. All 
able-bodied men in college definitely 
ire not going to be drafted; the country 
is too hard-up for technicians to per- 
mit that. However, deferment policies 
ire going to tighten down gradually, 
sspecially on marginal students at the 
freshmen and sophomore level.

It was the first "talkie" for Garbo 
but it certainly wasn't the last.

Even today with all our improvements 
in sound and staging, we can appreci- 
ate the good acting done by Greta 
Garbo, Charles Bickford, George F.

; n New York harbor who had been 
separated from his twenty-year old 
daughter for fifteen years and what 
happened when Anna came to live 
with her father after this long separa- 
tion. It was a moving drama of the 
twenties and was enjoyed by all. 

Prior to the showing of the main 
feature a ridiculous short feature was 
presented. Two scenes from Shake- 
speare's "Macbeth" were given — the 
famous sleep walking scene of Lady 
Macbeth and the scene in which King 
Duncan was murdered by Macbeth. 
The castle was not an accurate repro- 
duction of a castle of this time since 
the walls were of smooth cement and 
electric light bulbs seemed to be light- 
ing up the whole castle while Lady 
Macbeth walked around holding a 
candle. The acting was also not the 
best, and I'm sure no teacher would 
want to use this film to teach Shake- 
speare.

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WHAT ABOUT PASSIVE RESISTANCE?

Wit!: the increased seriousness of the police action in Korea it is imperative 
that we consider the remarks of Mr. Charles Walker, field secretary of F.O.R., 
an international religious peace organization, who was a chapel speaker during 
the month cf November, 1950. Mr. Walker presented the views of the Fellow- 
ship cf Reconciliation; an international group, having branches in all major 
countries of the world except the Saviet Union and which advocates passive 
resistance to all forms cf aggression. "They refuse to participate in any war 
or tr sanction military preparations; they work to abolish war and foster 
! ord will among nations, races and cla'ses. They seek to avoid bitterness and 
contention, and to maintain tie spirit of self-giving leve while engaged in 
the struggle to achieve these purposes." 

The value cf passive resi-tance is based on Gandhi's successful use of 
the method in India. But let us consider the conditions in India and the 
group of people against whom Gandhi made successful use of passive resistance. 
Gandhi was interested in overcoming the rule cf the British in India. Now 
who arc the British in a moral, religious, and political sense? 

Morally and religiously they are Christians who in theory and to a great 
extent in practice believe in pacifism, the brotherhood of man, basic rights 
and freedoms for the individual and democratic processes. Politically they 
are a conservative monarchal democracy. From these facts, let us consider 
the reaction of a typical British ruling minority to passive resistance. The 
Britisher has been conditioned through the code and religion of his society 
to fight only wl en attacked, and to fight only enough to subdue his adversary. 
When confronted with an adversary who refuses to obey him but who offers no 
aggressive resistance he can only arrest the adversary and while performing 
the arrest, no resistance will be met and the violator of the laws can only be 
placed in jail. Since the violator has no fear of bodily harm and only loses 
his personal freedom for a limited time, the means justifies the end sought. 
When enough of the population have I een incarcerated, the country itself, its 
national economy, and the governmental processes of the ruling minority 
begin to bog down. The only solutirn for the rulers is to submit to the 
demands of the discontented majority. 

Now that we have seen why and how passive resistance is successful, let 
US apply it to the case advocated by Mr. Walker, namely the United States vs. 
the Soviet Union. As we in Americt would be the people using passive 
resistance as a means to the end of world peace, let us consider the results. 

Fit st we would be overrun by the communists whose basic ideology, 
Marx's "Communist Manifesto," clear'.y states that communism cannot be 
successful unless it Is world-wide and t niversal. If we, as democratice Ameri- 
cans., dishkrd this overrunning of our government and applied the methods 
of the Fellowship of Reconciliation, pas-ive resistance, we would soon discover 
the basic weakness of their argument. For the Russians or any communists are 
not bound bv the same moral, religious, and political codes as the British of 
our previous example. Their moral cod 1 is the Machiavellian one that the end 
justifies i lit means. Their only religion is the fanaticism of communism itself. 
Their political r.nd moral codes are the same. The Americans practicing 
passive resistance a-ainst the Russians would find that not only did they lose 
whatever personal freedom they had but also they would suffer slave labor, 
torture and in mes 1 <a ts either sudden or eventual death. When acts such 
as tlicc fall Upon those practicing passive resistance, the spirit of the 
movement would be broken, even if the movement continued, the folly and 

futility is obvious. 

In partial answer to the above arguments the Fellowship of Reconciliation 

• ttes that it is only the Russian rulers and not the Russian people who 

de ire this war in Korea. But as long as the people in Russia are so closely 

controlled by a small ruling minority we face no alternative other than to 

accept the action of the rulers as the action of the people.

This week our spotlight falls on one 
of Susquehanna's most loved professors, 
Dr. William Augu tus Ah!. He is 
better known to is as "Doc Ahl" and 
is professor of Greek to the adminis- 
tration and faculty. 

If you walk to the top of the hill 
back cf Seibert Hall, you will see a 
little white home which commands the 
majestic view of the valley. This is 
what Dr. Ahl calls heme for himself 
and his wife. They planned and built 
that home themselves and moved into 
it in the summer of 1948. The Doctor 
is the very prcud father of two child- 
ren. His son, William G. was a Lt. 
Commander in the U. S. Navy during 
the last war and was wounded in 
battle. A daughter. Hildegard D. is 
a reference librarian at Reading, Pa. 
Both children are graduates of Sus- 
quehanna. 

The doctcr himself has a long history 
with the university and as an educator. 
He received his diploma in 1908 from 
Gymnasium Ereklum, Germany. He 
took his A.M. work at Susquehanna in 
1912 and received his Ph.D. in 1920 
from Vanderbuilt University. In 1921 
he took graduate work at Peabody 
College for his teaching papers. 

His experience is wide and very 
colorful. Starting as an instructor at 
Vanderbuilt University in 1920-21 and 
professor of Greek and Religion at 
Thiel College from 1922-27. he has 
taught the history of civilization 
ancient history, religion, and Greek 
at Susquehanna since 1927 and in 
1944 he was with the Pennsylvania 
State Historical Commission. 

Dr. /hi is the author of "Outline 
of Persian History, based on the 
Cuneiform Inscription'," and "Bible 
'Studies in the Light of Recent Re- 
search." He has written various arti- 
cles in Journals cf learned societies 
and the "Susquehanna University 
Studies." 

Amcng his many other noted accom- 
plishments, he is a member of the 
National Honor Society, Pi Gamma 
Mil, the American Philological Associa- 
tion, the American Oriental Society, 
the Academy cf Letters and Science 
of Naples and was in "Who's Who in 
America" till 1936. He has also been 
in "Who's Who in Education." 

His latest accomplishment has been 
the purchase of a brand new 1951, sky- 
blue, Ford sedan, of which he is very 
nroud. but we will all miss the "Green 
Hornet."

■■'I he day Of individual research i.s 
ovct," explained Mr. Ginsberg. Now 
teams of men join their talents and 
Individual abilities in the solution of 
problem*, There is also much team- 
work between different colleges and 
universities on all research problems. 

Mr. Ginsberg's group is coordinating 
Chemical compounds. He explained 
their approach to the problem and told 
Of their new methods in the solution 
<»1 thetri and other problems in the 
field ol chemical research. 

President Ptacher Wolfe presided at 
the meeting and introduced Mr. Gins- 
berg Following the meeting refresh- 
ments were served.

Two Birds With One Stone 

Last week the question of passive resistance and its connection with 
the Indian movement lead by Mahatma Gandhi was discussed in this paper. 
In answer to the views stated at that time and also to discuss the validity 
of the idea expressed on campus currently that the United Nations is nothing 
more than a debating club which has failed to benefit the nations which it 
represents, this one editorial will attempt to express itself on the two situations. 

First let us consider the accusation of non-entity which has been placed 
by some of those of our college community upon the UN. 

Let us begin by considering the work of the UN Economic and Social 
Council which, operating through its ring of Commissions with the collabora- 
tion of the Specialized Agencies, forged ahead with extensive programs for 
wiping out human misery. 

Fifty-four countries pledged a total of twenty million dollars to finance 
the first year of the Council's program to help underdeveloped countries get 
started on the road to better health, better education, and better standards 
of living. Under the plan, aid will be given by the World Bank; the Inter- 
national Labor Organization; the Food and Agriculture Organization; the 
United Nations Educational. Scientific and Cultural Organization; the World 
Health Organization and the International Refugee Organization. Experts from 
these agencies will help governments plan every aspect of their economic 
development and give them the necessary aid in putting them into effect. 

The Council urged all governments to take action to maintain high levels 
of employment, and to publish annual reports on how they were combating 
unemployment. It urged action to promote greater international trade and 
to maintain a high level of international lending for developmental purposes. 

The Council established a UN Korean Reconstruction Agency and 
submitted to the General Assembly a plan for Korean relief. The estimated 
cost of this for the first year is two hundred and fifty million dollars. The 
total cost was estimated at two billion, sixty-four million dollars. 

The Trusteeship Council in 1950 asserted more fully than in any previous 
year, its primary responsibility for the welfare of the millions of primitive 
people in the ten trust areas under its supervision. It subjected the annual 
reports of the major powers which govern these areas to exhaustive examination, 
and while expressing general approval, made many specific recommendations 
for improvement. 

It demanded more rapid extension of educational and health services and 
urged measures to raise living standards and prepare these people more 
quickly for self-government. 

In a series of resolutions, the Fifth General Assembly girded itself to 
meet threats of peace whenever the Security Council is rendered impotent 
by a big power veto. Through the peace resolutions which it adpoted under 
the American Peace Plan the UN hopes to foresee and forestall future Korean 
situations through a Peace Observation Commission to report on war danger 
areas. The Assembly also adopted a Yugoslav resolution setting up principles 
by which to determine and brand the aggressor. 

The problem of the ex-Italian colonies was cleared up by the Assembly's 
decision that Eritrea be federated with Ethiopia. Approvement was given 
also, to the Trusteeship Agreement by which Italy, under a 1949 Assembly 
decision, will administer Somaliland until it gains independence at the end 
of ten years. 

Through its decisions, the International Court of Justice continued to 
widen the area in which law rather than force governs the relations between 
nations. 

It followed up a previous finding of Albania responsibility for explosions 
in the Corfu Channel which damaged two British destroyers and killed forty- 
four seamen by setting damages at approximately $2,363,000, despite Albanian 
objections and refusal to participate in the proceedings. It decided that alleged 
human rights' violations in Bulgaria, Hungary and Rumania can be dealt with 
as violations of WW2 peace treaties and called upon the three countries to 
carry-out the- prewi ibed measures for settlement. It ruled that the Union of 
South Africa must report to the UN on its administration of South West Africa, 
which it holds under a League of Nations mandate, but held that the Union 
is not required to place the territory in UN trusteeship. 

Now let us consider Gandhi and the reconciliation movement in India. 

In some rather significent ways, the spirit of Gandhi is evident as India's 
delegates at the United Nations speak out today on current issues. It if 
unlikely that anyone representing Gandhi's country at the UN would profess that 
he was in every sense a follower of the Mahatma. Yet, in the pleas of the 
Indian delegation, there is the same resounding call to moral values, to the 
deep spiritual force that can work in human life. 

The triumph of independence for India, coming' as it did slowly and 
painfully yet without bloodshed, was partly due to British maturity, but even 
more to the prepared soil of India. That preparation was the result of Gandhi's 
life and work. Whether he was fighting for the rights of Indians in South 
Africa or for the independence of India, he realized that men must be freed 
from the corroding effects of dominating as truly as others must be liberated 
from being dominated. This insistence that all parties to deep conflict are 
yet cherished members of the human family, is a concept that we must not 
lose sight of amidst the fears of today. 

Confusion, f lustration, and fear mark our world today. Yet Gandhi's 
j life says to us that spiritual power working through the individual can effect 
I profound change in the lives of men and nations. To us, Gandhi would state 
I simply and clearly that to reach the goal of Truth we must cut through the 
! current struggle for things and for power. He would say that the way to 
I Truth can be found only through non-violent means. He would say that this 
implies inner discipline of spirit and willingness to suffer.

figured four or five days at the most. 
Then one of the doctors told us we 
had five days left and they began to 
lessen the shock treatments and brief 
us on what we needed.

Letter to the Editor 



Dear Editor: 

The editorial in the January 17 issue 
of "The Susquehanna" was surely a well 
constructed and well-thought through 
bit of writing. It could almost cause 
one lo give up any faith in passive 
resistance which one might have had. 
It sounds very convincing except for 
several thoughts. One point is that 
"the value of passive resistance is based 
on Gandhi's successful use of the 
method in India." Certainly India is 
not the only criterion, but merely one 
example of the effectiveness of passive 
resistance. 

But the main objection which I have 
is against the idea that the spirit of 
the movement would be broken if the 
participants encountered such acts as 
"slave labor, torture, and in most cases 
either sudden or eventual death." Nor 
do I see how "if the movement con- 
tinued, the folly and futility . . . would 
be . . . obvious." One could hardly say 
that the sufferings of the Christian 
martyrs of the Church in its first 
centuries of life caused the spirit of 
that movement to be broken. 

If one were to depend on his own 
.strength and reason, I can realize how 
completely nonsensical passive resis- 
tance would be. One could, of course, 
base a pacifism on reason because of 
war's obvious stupidity and the fact 
that it gains nothing for the partici- 
pants but waste of resources, land, 
wealth, and the destruction of the 
citizenry. I can think of nothing 
actually constructive or any lasting 
good which has resulted from past 
armed conflicts. 

Mr. Walker's passive resistance is a 
religious one based on the spirit and 
life of Jesus. With a foundation such 
as that, one could suffer much! The 
problem of where to take my stand 
has been with me for some time. 
Recently, after attending conferences, 
Ashrams, church, church school, and 
praying, meditating, and reading about 
the subject, I've reached some conclu- 
sions. 

From all these sources I have felt 
that the spirit and life of Jesus made 
several points quite clear. 

1. Spiritual possessions — love, joy, 
peace, kindliness, gentleness, under- 
standing, etc., — are much more im- 
portant than temporal possessions — 
house, car, food, clothing, etc. Worldly 
possessions can be taken away, spiritual 
one:; cannot ! 

2. Love your fellowman, doing for 
him not only whatever your duty may 
be, but even beyond that, supply every 
need possible and give him all the free- 
doms and privileges which you would 
like to have yourself. 

3. Jesus is the most important per- 
son in anyone's life, standing above 
wile, children, friends. Loyalty in 
every case is to Christ first. 

4. There is no fear of death and if 
one must either die or give up his 
taith in Christ, then it is far better 
to die. -'.tj 

5. With a strong faith in the power 
of Jesus, one can lose all he owns, for 
nothing is worth the horror of war. 
The only real things in life, which 
are eternal and "internal," can never 
be taken from one. 

Luther has put these thoughts into 
words in Ein Ftste Burg. "Take they 
then our life, goods, fame, child, and 
wife, when their worst is done, they 
yet have nothing won: The kingdom 
ouis remaineth." 

To the "practical" wordling. the 
Whole idea is "folly and futility"; to 
the Christian, it is the only though! 
thai flvca ieai peace and quiet to his 
conscience,

Danger Seen In Trend 
Toward Specialization 

There is a very real danger in the 
present trend toward specialization 
which emphasis on materialism has 
brought, declares Professor Carl Pat- 
ton, Jr., of the University of Arkansas 
department of philosophy. 

According to Patton, "Specialization 
in education institutions serves only 
to narrow the overall scope of the 
student and encourages technological 
advancement while deterring theoreti- 
cal and abstract thinking." 

To counteract the trend toward 
specialization, lie advocates the sub- 
stitution of either the "seven basic 
plan" or the nine cycle plan" for the 
present system of academic training 
in the universities of the nation. 

The seven basic plan would make 
a full-time job of acquiring an 
education. Under this plan the first 
two years of study would deal with 
the seven basic areas of a college 
education — English, social science, fine 
arts, language, mathematics physical 
science, and humanities. During the 
third and fourth years 80 per cent 
of academic work would be devoted 
to the student's major field of study 
with the remaining 20 per cent of 
subjects free to the student's choice. 

The nine cycle plan would make it 
necessary for a student to attend das,

For Draft Age Students 

Men of draft age at the University 
of Kansas were recently advised by 
Chancellor Deane W. Malott that "This 
is the time indeed for great strength 
of mind and purpose, the time to be 
calm, to give your attention to the day 
to day problems of your education." 

Urging continued preparation for 
one's life work by remaining in the 
university. Chancellor Malott declared 
that, "The more education and train- 
ing you posse s. the more effective 
presumably will be the military service 
which will later be expected of you. The 
farther along you are in your univer- 
sity training, before you are diverted 
to military service, the nearer you are 
to the career in civil life to which you 
aspire, and which some day we all 
expect to be available to you." 

While it is clear that most students 
with no previous military service will 
sometime be called, no one can now 
personally know when. He continued. 
"It also is perfectly clear that the 
military forces cannot be suddenly 
stepped up to astronomical size, be- 
cause military facilities are not staffed 
or equipped to take on millions in per- 
sonnel in a few weeks." 

Urging calmness, Chancellor Malott 
said, "You must ground your lives 
somehow to withstand the shock of 
uncertainty, or you will be mentally 
and spiritually battered to pieces lung 
bet, re you have had a chance to be 
useful in a world which needs you 
badly."

Therefore 
they wandered from place to place, 
i They must be always on the watch for 
| the police, or they would be put in

Valuable 
time and money were being invested in an organizaticn designed to preserve 
peace for mankind and yet, in Korea, men were dying in the freezing cold 
while the delegate? of the United Nations sat back and called each other names 
within the protective walls of the General Assembly meeting room. The man 
in the street looks in and wonders about the value of such an organization that 
is being publicly called a "debating society' - by influential newspapers and 
periodicals. The man in the street wants action, not words. 

The United Nations General Assembly has now formally and officially 
declared Red China as an aggressor in Korea. 

What happens next? Immediate punishment for the Red Chinese 
aggressors could take the form of economic penalties and further isolation. 
However, the United Nations Assembly may just spend another several months 
debating just what definite action should be taken. Again the public will 
demand action and at the same time condemn the United Nations as useless.

One answer lies in the fact that there are still people in this world who have 
hopes that some day some organization will be formed that will be able to 
preserve peace.

This week, the spotlight is on Dr. 
Thomas Armstrong, Jr., assistant pro- 
fessor of business administration. 

Dr. Armstrong was born in Phila- 
delphia, of Scotch-Irish ancestry. He 
received his early education there, 
attending the George H. Boker Public 
School and Northeast High School. 

In 1928, he was graduated from 
Wesleyan University in Middletown, 
Connecticut, receiving a B.S. degree. 
At the Harvard University Graduate 
School of Business Administration in 
Cambridge. Massachusetts, he received 
his M.B.A. degree in 1930, and in 1947, 
his Ed.D. from Temple University in 
Philadelphia. Pennsylvania. Dr. Arm- 
strong has also attended the University 
of Pennsylvania and the Wharton 
School. 

From 1937-38, Dr. Armstrong taught 
in the School of Business at Temple 
University. In 1939, he started teach- 
ing at Beaver College, Jenkintown. 
Pennsylvania, and remained there until 
1947. At that time he came here to 
Susquehanna and is now in the 
Department of Business Administra- 
tion and Economics. He has also taught 
at the Gibson School of Accounting in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Armstrong was associated with 
the Conkhng-Armstrong Terra Cotta 
Company in Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, from 1930-1940 and in 1943, he 
wa.s with the Standard Pressed Steel 
Company of Jenkintown, Pennsylvania. 

Among the organizations of which 
Dr. Armstrong is a member, are: Phi 
Delta Kappa, an honorary graduate 
educational fraternity; Theta Chi Fra- 
ternity; the Selinsgrove Rotary Club; 
the Business Society; the American 
Association of University Professors; 
the Eastern, and National Business 
Teachers Association; and the Penn- 
sylvania and National Business Educa- 
tors Association. 

Being a stamp collector involves 
much of Dr. Armstrong's leisure. He 
is a member of no less than eight phil- 
atelic organizations, and is a Fellow in 
the Royal Philatelic Society in London. 

Everyone on campus has heard of 
his large collection of very interesting 
slides which he has taken on his 
various trips, both in this country and 
abroad. 

In 1924, Dr. Armstrong visited Cuba, 
Jamaica, and the Canal Zone. During 
the summer of 1949 and 1950, he was 
an Assistant to the Director of the 
Beaver College European Field Trip. 
As a result. Dr. Armstrong has toured 
all the countries in Western Europe, 
with the exception of those on the 
Ibernian Peninsula.

This will build up the students' egos, 
especially after they have spent six 
hours the night before sweating out 
the answers to the first problem.

There are at least three reasons for 
this. First, naturally yours is the only 
course of importance they have. Sec- 
ondly, long assignments will give them 
something to remember you by when 
they come a visiting as alumni. Finally 
and perhaps most important, it will 
keep them too busy to find time to 
write features like this for the campus 
paper. 

Know it all . . .! 

They <your students) think they 
know it all. so why shouldn't you take 
the same attitude. 

But keep your knowledge to yourself. 

Bounce any student who tries to 
show you where you might be wrong. 

Teach 'em theory, not practice. 

After all. they won't be able to use 
any after they get out of college.

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Give Blood -- Save a Life! 

Blood! To some the Blghl of it brings only a sickening feeling. To 
ethers it represents enly a necessary fluid which they must have flowing 
through their veins But to countless others it means life or death, whether 
on a battlefield in a place like Korea, or at the scene of a major disaster, 
or in a hospital ward, H you listen, you can hear their cry, Blood! Blood! 

To them it may mean the simple act of life for a few more hours. They 
need to have replaced that life's blood which they have lost. Perhaps they 
are onlj crying for the life they would gladly give to make things better 
for you and for me. They may be innocent victims of disaster or most pitiful 
of all. a small child, who has lost its precious gift under the wheels of fate. 

This ail sounds very dramatic and perhaps it loses its appeal to YOU. 
But maybe someday thai cry will be yours, or that of someone dear to you, 
whose life is Bowing away. Think of it that way and then give! 

How and why are simple. For the first time a bloodmobile will be right 
here on campus, at your disposal. Before, these bloodmobiles have been in town, 
l ml we have had only short notice on which to act. This time you have 
advance notice and will be able to share in the privilege of giving more easily. 
You Will have plent} of tune to get the necessary data together before the 
bloodmobile comes. 

What is the necessarj data? Most important of all is that all persons 
between the ages of 18-21 must have permission from a parent or guardian. 
Next, you must fill out a card designating the time you will be available. 
You can obtain the permission slips immediately. Kappa Delta sorority will 
be handling the slips and will answer all questions for the girls, Coach Stagg 
for the men. and Mr MacCuish for the faculty and other empliyees. After 
you have gotten the necessary permission, these same people will give you 
a card, en which you will give the vital information as to your qualifications 
and the time you will be available. Anyone between the ages of 18-59 can 
rive provided they have no previous history of malaria, or high or low blood 
ire: sure. You must weigh over lit) pounds and preferably without a cold 
or a fever. It is on a strictly voluntary basis. 

The bloodmobile will be here March 12 from 10 a. m. to 4 p. m. They 
will work In the social room in the basement of Seibeit Hall. The cards for 
the Red Cross must be in no later than March 5. We need a minimum of 
150 to 175 volunteers to give blood. 

The girls of Kappa Delta sororitv are also going to run a canteen to 
serve stimulants of coffee and tea afterward. Bucknell and many other 
colleges nave had greal success with this new plan. Let's show that we at 
Susquehanna can do the same.— J. M. S. 



Ceramic Art of Josiah 
Wedgwood to Be Shown 

Beginning February 18, and extend- 
ing for two weeks there will be on 
exhibition in the University Library of 
examples of the pottery of one of 
England's greatest masters of the 
ceramic art, Josiah Wedgwood. This 
exhibition is made possible through the 
generous cooperation of Miss Agnes 
Schoch, Miss Nellie Derrickson, and 
Mr. James F. Raudenbush. 

Josiah Wedgwood 1 1730-1795) was 
the youngest son of a master potter 
of Staffordshire, England. While a 
youth he was apprenticed to his older 
brother, and became extraordinarily 
proficient in his art. He first began 
independent work in 1759, with salt- 
glazed ware, and pottery with a green 
and yellow glaze as his staples, to 
which he later added Queen's-ware, 
named from Queen Caroline, for whom 
the service was first made. Later on, 
influenced by the recent excavations at 
Pompeii and the discovery of tombs in 
the Campagna and elsewhere in Italy, 
he began making the artistic pottery 
with which his name is chiefly associ- 
ated today. This was a extremely hard 
variety of porcelain which he called 
jasper-ware, and which could even be 
turned on a jeweler's lathe. The clay- 
was stained blue i chiefly), green, red, 
black, lilac, and several other colors, 
with exquisite appliqued designes in 
white. So impressed were the Adam 
brothers with his work that they asked 
him to supply vases, dishes, and medal- 
lions for application to walls and 
furniture for the homes which they 
were building at the time. Smaller 
medallions were even used as jewelery. 
Joseph Flaxman, an eminent sculptor 
of the time, was engaged to design the 
patterns.

After having obtained her M.A. at 
Duke, Miss Kline crossed the Penn- 
sylvania border into Ohio where she 
taught at Muskingum College at New- 
Concord, the alma mater of Dr. and 
Mrs. Gait. Later she returned to 
Pennsylvania where she taught for a 
time at Linden Hall Girls School be- 
fore coming to Susquehanna in 1944, 
where she filled her present position 
as assistant instructor of French and 
Spanish. 

Miss Kline is an active member of 
the American Association of University 
Women and the American Association 
of Teachers of French and Spanish. 
She is also a member of Alpha Delta 
Pi and Sigma Alpha Iota sororities. 

This summer she plans to remain 
on campus to teach a six-week's course 
in French and Spanish.

The Susquehanna Crusaders were

Susquehanna University's Seibert 
Chapel was the scene of a combined 
college and community vesper service 
on Sunday evening, March 11. 

Approximately three hundred per- 
sons, some coming from far distances, 
gathered to hear the twenty-eight voice 
university chapel choir sing the "St. 
Cecilia Mass" by Charles Francois 
Gounod, who was one of the nineteenth 
century masters of the art of music. 
The choir, which is under the direc- 
tion of Professor Elbert D. Haskins. is 
to be commended for its excellent 
rendition of this masterpiece which 
has not been sung in Selinsgrove for 
a number of years. 

Soloists for the event were Miss 
Jacquelyn McKeever, soprano; Mr. 
Charles Carr, tenor; and Mr. Robert 
Bitting, bass. Miss Flora Barnhart 
and Miss Voylet Dietz accompanied the 
choral group on the organ and piano. 
The Mass itself was divided into 
<even musical numbers, these being: 
The Kyrie— "Lord have mercy upon 
us," The Gloria in excelsis— "Glory be 
to God on high," The Credo— "I be- 
lieve," The Offertory, The Sanctus— 
•Holy. Holy. Holy, Lord God of Saba- 
oth," The Benedictus— "Blessed be the 
Lord God of Israel," and The Agnes 
Dei— "O Christ, Thou Lamb of God, 
that takest away the sin of the world." 
Preceeding the Mass was the organ 
Prelude "Tenebra," by Karg-Elert, and 
the processional "The Church's One 
Foundation." 

This was followed by a short opening 
service conducted by Dr. O. Morris 
smitv. nftfv which *»» BgWHl Writer] 
briefly on the composer, Gounod, and 
on the meaning of the Mass. He also 
made it known that the spirit of the 
service would not only be taken away 
with those who had been privileged to 
hear the music, but that it would be 
carried as far as South America, this 
being possible through the fact that 
the evening's offering, which amounted 
to $62.70, would be sent to the New 
Modern Educational Institute at 
Georgetown, Briti-h Guiana. Ongkar 
Narayan, who received his A.B. degree 
from Susquehanna University and his 
Master's degree from Bucknell Uni- 
versity, Is the principal of this institu- 
tion that provides instruction from 
the elementary to the college prepara- 
tory level. 

The Vesper service was concluded 
by a choral prayer "Prayer for Peace" 
by Ley, the Benediction by Dr. Smith, 
and the organ postlude. 



Friday, March 2, was the beginning 
of a long and eventful week-end for 
the Susquehanna Players.

A. J. Cronin's "Keys of the King- I 
dom" is the first relatively recent pic- ' 
I ture shown in the Fine Arts Program 
this year. Once again, fine discrim-

well-played, and well-directed drama. 
Movies are better than ever at Sus- 
quehanna, and the majority of stu-

failing to support this program. The 
! best films are available at prices far I 
below that of any movie theater. Good 
movie? are assured, and they certainly 
off-set the uncomfortable seats of 
Seibert chapel, which are the biggest 
drawbacks of the movie series. 

Gregory Peck portrayed the Scottish 
priest in the story as a long, lean, 
dark fellow with a La Jolla accent, and 
he managed a hungry look throughout 
the whole picture. He made the most 
of his leading role and was responsible 
for making the picture so tremendously 
powerful in its impact. Thomas Mit- 
chell, in his supporting role as Willie, 
conquered the camera with the same 
warm skill that he's been capturing 
Hollywood with for nearly a decade. 
. The rest of the supporting cast did 
equally as well In giving the film drama 
depending on character rather than 
en carloads of scenery, horses, or 
I bullets. I have never seen a film depict 
human kindness more tenderly than 
"Keys of the Kingdom," and it still 
had chuckles.

Coach Stagg Releases 
50-51 Cage Statistics 

The season totals and averages of 
the Crusader basketball team proved 
to be quite interesting as a recap was 
made on the statistics of the cagers 
for 1950-51. The Susquehanna drib- 
blers lacked up a total of 324 field 
goals and dropped in 183 of 316 free 
throws for a total of 831 points, or an 
average of 55.4 points per game. The 
free throw percentage figured out to 
be 57.9'; of the fouls tried. 

However, the Crusader defense was 
quite weak as their opponents netted 
a total of 1095 points or an average 
of 73 points per game, thus showing 
quite clearly the reason for the 3-12 
record turned in by the Orange and 
Maroon this past season. 

The third period, the jinx period for 
the Crusaders all season, was the 
lowest scoring period for the season 
with an average of 13 points. The final 
period was the best for the S. U. 
quintet as they averaged nearly 15 
points for that quarter. 

Two Alumni Gym records were set 
during the 1950-51 campaign, both in 
the first contest of the season with 
Ursinus College on December 9. 1950. 
Urslnus whipped the Crusaders 102-71, 
thereby setting a record for most 
points scored by one team in a single 
game at Alumni Gym. The two-team 
total of 173 points also represented a 
new high in the records. 

The Stagg-men dumped in their 
most points for one game against 
Lebanon Valley in a losing cause, 77-91. 
Forward Charley Zlock swished in 30 
points on the same evening for the 
season high in indivdual scoring. 

Zlock, younger brother of Eve Zlock, 
who holds most of the indivdual scor- 
ing records for S. U.. kept up the

A recent poll of faculty members at 
the University of Vermont regarding 
the present marking system reveals a 
marked degree of difference in opinion. 

F. N. Hamblin, registrar, is completely 
against the present grading system. 
"Our present grading system," he de- 
clares, " is based on the premise that 
there are in existence one hundred 
and one discernible levels of achieve- 
ment in a student's progress towards 
the mastery of a course or subject, is 
patently unrealistic and, for this 
reason alone, must be considered in- 
adequate in meeting the demands of 
any given educational system. 

"Realizing the inadequacy of these 
older types of grading scales, several 
colleges in recent years have adopted 
a form ol the 'Honors— Satisfactory- 
Unsatisfactory' system, thus avoiding 
the all-too-common tendency towards 
overemphasizing the importance of 
grade-points." 

According to Professor Dykhuizen, 
head of the department of philosophy, 
"the present marking system, which 
requires instructors to report grades 
from to 100 is as good as any that 
I know. One can grant the impos- 
sibility of evaluating a student's work 
with the mathematical nicety which 
this system implies, and still maintain 
that it puts in the hand of the instruc- 
tor a useful instrument for reporting 
grades as accurately and precisely as 
is humanly possible." 

He points out that "The system of 
testing (quizzes, hour examinations, 
objective tests, etc.) a student's achiev- 
ements, as distinct from the system of 
marking the tests given, in most cases 
leaves a lot to be desired." 

Dr. B. C. Douglas, head of the 
department of education, states, "Be- 
cause of its precision, it appears that 
the 100 point rating scale has much to 



commend it. Difficulties arise because 
of the impossibility of determining the 
exact per cent which should be given 
in courses where subjective estimates 
are necessary. 

"In such courses as these, I believe 
that a system of marking which in- 
volves a range of not more than five 
points would be preferable." 

Summarizing, Dr. Eugene K. Eakin, 
director of student personnel, said that 
grading seems to be a necessary evil 
in education. Although improvement 
in grading procedure will probably 
always be desirable, he declares the 
better student will regard grades as 
secondary and is not likely to suffer 
by any contemporary system of grading.

The guide's 
assistance and counsel does not end 
with the opening of the term. He is 
available to his particular group of 
ten throughout the year. He offers 
advice and help on any educational or 
social problem that may arise in the 
academic life of any individual mem- 
ber of the group. 

Put into effect in the School of Arts 
for the first time last September, the 
guidance program met with such en- 
thusiastic approval on the part of the 
faculty, upperclassmen and the fresh- 
men that it was decided to establish 
it as a permanent procedure in the 
other three schools of the college. 

Science and Business Ad- 
ministration. Results to date show 
the elimination of a good deal of the 
confusion which faces the new student 
during the first year of his college life.

Data now available from a research 
project to study student, parent, and 
faculty reactions to mid-term grades, 
the use of which was inaugurated at 
Stephens College In 1949, have shown 
that a majority of students in both 
junior and senior classi S are in favor 
of continuing these grade reports. 

According to the report, seniors were 
pleased with their grades in an aver- 
age of 2.5 courses, juniors in 2.6. Sixty- 
nine per cent seniors and seventy-six 
per cent juniors found that they work- 
ed more enthusiastically because of 
this, while only 5 per cent of seniors 
and 2 per cent of juniors said that 
being pleased caused them to "rest 
awhile." 

Seniors were disappointed in an 
average of 1.5 courses, juniors in 1.4 
courses. Seventy-five per cent of the 
seniors and seventy-nine per cent of 
the juniors said this caused them "to 
resolve to work harder." Forty-five 
and thirty-five per cent respectively of 
the two groups sought help from the 
teachers involved. Only 7 per cent and 
9 per cent, respectively, thought that 
the disappointment had caused them 
to "let down" in the work. 

The students reported parent satis- 
faction in grades received in an aver- 
age of 2.8 courses for seniors and 3.2 for 
juniors; parent dissatisfaction in an 
1 average of 1.0 courses for both groups, 
! Fifty per cent of both group reporting 
! parent dissatisfaction said that they 
I had resolved to work harder because 
: of this. Seventy-three per cent seniors 
i and eighty-eight per cent juniors said 
J they hoped Stephens would continue 
i to give mid-term grades.

On April 1, 1951, an uprising and 
overthrow of all government took place 
on the campus.

All women students who had thus far 
received "minutes" were paid five dol- 
lars each for each minute. A new 
system whereby no woman student may 
enter the dormitory before twelve mid- 
night, is being planned. A long list 
is being made of the names of students 
who have answered questions in class. 
These offenders will probably be as- 
signed to the burning of books at the 
library and work involved in making 
a roller-rink within that building. The 
doors of Horton Dining Room are being 
enlarged, and a ramp installed, so that 
students may drive their cars into the 
building and receive service in that 
way. Students will be served by peas- 
ants who have not yet exceeded their 
limit, of cuts. 

The new schedule for the academic 
year will be posted in the near future. 
It will include football, basketball, base- 
ball, swimming, basket-weaving, and 
canoe paddling. All classes will be held 
from one to two p. m. every day except 
Monday, Wednesday, Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday. 



The new social calendar has been 
written by the committee. It includes 
a social every night, afternoon parties 
on Saturday, and name-bands on Sat- 
urday nights. All members of the 
Student Council were seized; their 
future will consist of serving tables 
in the fraternity houses. 

Plumbers are now at work installing 
birch beer in all the drinking foun- 
tains. The laundry has been converted 
into an ice-cream plant. Elevators are 
being installed in every building on 
campus. Beauty-Rest mattresses are 
being assigned to all students who 
maintained a "C" or below, average. 
All students who have received awards 
for scholastic achievement will be given 
twenty-four hours to get off campus. 
Refreshments will be served in all 
classrooms before and after every class. 
Ash trays will be provided at each 
desk.

If you want to see a baseball do some funny antics, just drop down to 
the Crusaders' diamond any afternoon and watch the fielders go through 
their daily practice. In case you may wonder what this has to do with this week's 
editorial, please read further. It isn't often that sports comes into an editorial 
column, but attention should be called to a situaion which handicaps one of 
our athletic teams and can be remedied. 

This past week as I watched the Crusaders hold infield practice on the 
local diamond. I saw one ol S. U.'s promising young players almost get his 
incisors loosened by a baseball which careened sharply upward as he attempted 
to field it in a routine manner. Although this very thing happened last year 
several times, I had supposed that the defects of the field last year had been 
taken care of by the groundkeepers this spring. However, upon closer 
inspection of the scene of action, I saw. much to my dismay, an infield 
resembling a roller coaster at a nearby amusement park. Adding to the troubles 
arising from a field in this condition, is the fact that it has been rolled until 
the clay has the consistency of concrete and hardly permits spikes to function 
properly. 

There are always the arguments that it is just as hard for the opposing 
team to field as it is the home team and that if you can play on a rough 
diamond, you can play on a smooth one. However, these arguments are merely 
alibis and do not better the conditions. 

Something should be done to level off the wavy infield on Susquehanna's 
diamond in order to prevent our infielders from becoming afraid as they move 
to gather in a ground ball. It's only fair to the players that they be given a 
chance to show their abilities unhampered by the fear of a bad hop which 
might cause the ball to skip over their shoulder, smack them in the face, or 
bounce crazily in another direction. 

Susquehanna has a high potential in its baseball team this year. The 
players deserve a smooth field on which to play. Let's provide it for them!

MOVIES ON ARTIC TO BE 
SHOWN DURING LECTURE 

A very interesting lecture, illustrated 
with thrilling motion pictures will be 
presented by Sir Hubert Wilkins, Wed- 
nesday evening at 8:15 in the Chapel. 
This lecture is the last Star Course 
presentation for the present school 

year. 

Sir Hubert Wilkins Is one of tne 
world's foremost authorities on the 
Arctic region. Twenty-five years of 
exploration and discovery have pro- 
vided him with an extensive back- 
ground of knowledge. Of the many 
expeditions he has participated in, he 
has been the commander of no less 
than seven. 

He has crossed the Arctic Ocean and 
the Antarctic continent in an air- 
plane, being the first explorer to do 
this. Sir Hubert Wilkins is also the 
only explorer to use a submarine under 
the Arctic ice. 

His adventurous career has covered 
thirty years of exploration and travel- 
ing from the North Pole to the South 
Pole. Not only an explorer of the 
colder regions, Sir Hubert Wilkins has 
also been in the tropics. 

A native of Austrialia, Sir Hubert 
Wilkins, before the age of forty, had 
been knighted by the King of England. 
He has also been knighted by the King 
of Italy. 

Because of his scientific achieve- 
ments and heroic exploits, he has been 
decorated by the rulers of all the great 
nations of the world. The leading 
scientific organizations of the world 
have honored him because of his con- 
tributions to science and exploration. 
His achievements in the air have been 
cited by the Aeronautical Societies of 
Prance, Norway, Denmark, and the 
United States. He has also been hon- 
ored by the great Geographical Socie- 
ties. 

Since 1941, Sir Hubert Wilkins has 
held a full time position as consultant 



, to the United States Government 
! agencies, serving the Army, the Navy, 
loss, the Department of Commerce 
and the Weather Bureau. He has been 
very influential in emphasising the 
importance of the polar regions as far 
jas defense, the latest Soviet develop- 
ments in the Arctic, and the geogra- 
phic, political and economic signifi- 
' cance of this little known area.

Dr. Russell Gilbert 



The name Gilbert is usually consid- 
ered ;i first name. But not by our pro- 
fessor of the week who carries it as 
a surname. Dr. Russell Wieder Gilbert 
is his full name but he is better known 
to US as just plain Dr. Gilbert. The 
Wieder part of that name dates back 
i,i the fourteenth century in Vienna; 
I he first Wieder. s touched American 
soil in 1731. 

The doctor was born September 3. 
1906 in Emmaus, Pennsylvania. lie 
graduated from Emmaus High School 
Oil May 23, 1923 with highest honors 
in ;i class of 23. In 1927. he received 
his A. 15. from Muhlenburg College — 
graduating with highesl honors there 
also. He received his M.A. in 1929 from 
the University of Pennsylvania, and 
did graduate work in the German 
School at Middleburg College. Vermont, 
in the summer of 1931. For his Ph.D.. 
Which he received in 1943, Dr. Gilbert 
wrote a dissertation: "Jacob Appet : 
Dei Hitter undern Zuber" which was 
written in German, and published in 
1943. 

Dr. Gilbert's biography and works 
are listed in "Deutsches Literatur I.exi- 
kon." a three volume biographical and 
bibliographical handbook, edited by Dr. 
Wilhelm Kosch, professor at the Uni- 
vt'isiiy of Nymegcn in Holland, and 
published in installments in Bern, 
Switzerland. Listed among these liter- 
ary accomplishments are: "A Picture of 
the Pennsylvania Germans.'' a 66 page 
pamphlet that was published in 1947; 
in IMS, he had published Brush's. 
"Walk the Long Years," co-edited by 
him and Dr. A. IT. Wilson. He has 
just finished a book to be published 
in May by the Pennsylvania Folklore 
Society cut died. "Pennsylvania German 
Wills." The 1951 "S. U. Studies" will 
contain an article on "The Oratory of 
the Pennsylvania Germans at the Ver- 
sammlinge." These are only a few 
of his literary works. There are many 
more articles published in various 
magaaJnes, 

Hut this is only the beginning of the 
'lory. Dr. Gilbert is listed in "The 
Directors of American Scholars" and 
"Who Knows -And What." He is assoc- 
iated with many groups including Theta 
Chi, of which he la a charter member. 
Tan Kappa Alpha, the national speech 
fraternity, the Speech Association of 
America, Pennsylvania Speech Associ- 
ation, Pennsylvania German Society, 
Snyder County Historical Society. The 
Pennsylvania German Folklore Society 
of which he is the director, the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Association, and the 
Swiss-American Historical Society. 

Our professor of German lias trav- 
eled extensively, with his family, 
throughout the New England States. 
Canada, and as far south as North 
Carolina. Among bis chief interests 
are Heinrich Heine, the Pennsylvania 
Germans, and the Medieval Short 
Story. Sports are a favorite with him 
and he especially enjoys umpiring both 
: of! ball and hardball games. He has 
dene a great deal of Speech work here 
at S. U. and coached debating teams 
here for fourteen years. 

Dr. Gilbert married Viola Kemmer- 
i r, also from Emmaus, Pennsylvania, 
in 1931. She i- a graduate of Moravian 
College for Women, after which she 
l aught three years, They have a 

d lUghter, Jo\re K. Gilbert, who i a 

in shman here at s. u. taktaf work 
In education, and a son Allan K. Gil- 
bert, who will graduate from Selins- 
grove High School this year.

In this department he can draw on 
the services of Sam Porter or Jim 
Hazlett, both men saw considerable 
action last year.

Connie Mack once 
said that the pitchers are seventy-five 
percent of a baseball team. The pre- 
Durocher New York Giants had that 
problem. They had a munificent array 
of hitting power. They set a new 
national league home run mark and 
yet they failed to win the pennant 
because their pitchers couldn't go the 
distance. S. U. has depth in pitchers, 
unfortunately, they all seem to have 
trouble finding the strike zone. In 
the first two contests to date the 
mound corps has walked twenty-three 
men. The opposition has walked but 
one S. U. batter. It must be said on 
behalf of the pitchers, however, that 
they had little time to work outside 
before the first two games. 

Ed Menapace seems to handle the 
catching duties adequately. Ed has 
had a sore arm recently but it is 
responding to treatment. Ed also can 
hold his own in the hitting department 
with a timely bingle when it is needed. 
In case of injury to the big Atlas 
athlete, Rich Young can don the tools 
of ignorance and fill the bill as receiver. 
Wollaston, Young, Ross and Rowe 
as an infield will measure up to any- 
thing the S. U. diamond foes can 
offer. Captain Chet Rowe, old reliable 
at third, is currently leading the team 
in hitting. Sam Ross, yearling short- 
stop, is one of the best fielding short- 
stops to appear in the Crusader lineup 



in recent years. His lone hit in two 
games was a double at Bucknell with 
the bases loaded that drove in three 
runs. Rich Young at second is the 
teams pepperpot. Always hustling, 
Young capably fills the Keystone cor- 
ner. Ed Wollaston, last year's short- 
stop, has shown his versitality as an 
athlete by swiftly making the conver- 
sion across the diamond. Experience is 
all Ed needs and he will become a 
first-rate first baseman. 

Outfielders Orris, Penstermacher and 
Berninger are a hard hitting crew. As 
a unit they are not too fast afoot, 
but they all have the ability to judge 
a fly ball from the crack of the bat. 
Berninger and Penstermacher are out- 
field holdovers from last year while 
Orris is a converted second baseman. 
Ken possess a throwing arm that en- 
abled him to register two assists from 
the outfield in the Bucknell game. 
Berninger led the team in hitting last 
year. 

The Crusaders also have quality and 
quantity on the bench. Ed Topolski 
can play first the outfield and is avail- 
able for pinch hitting roles. Dell, Foor 
and Takach are also outfield replace- 
ments. Ted Lamb and Don Walters can 
fill in the infield. 

Next Saturday the Crusaders travel 
to Wilkes- Barre to play Wilkes College. 
If it doesn't rain I can go back to 
reporting facts and figures. The post- 
poned game between S. U. and L. V. 
will be played Monday, April 23.

Characteristics of 

The Visitor Job For 

Dept. of Public Ass't. 

College seniors who have not decided 
on a career after graduation may be I 
interested to know that a civil service j 
examination for visitor positions in ; 
the Pennsylvania Department of Public j 
Assistance will be held on May 19, 1951. 
Entrance salaries are $2328 and $2700 
per annum. The results of the exam- 
ination should be available by grad- 
uation time. Applications must be 
postmarked by May 4, 1951. They can j 
be secured at the placement office. 

The position of visitor is the basic 
social service position in the depart- 
ment. Visitors work in their county 
of residence and are employed by the 
County Boards of Assistance. Tenure, 
salary increments, and promotion are 
based on meritorious job performance 
under provisions of the Civil Service 
Law, rules and regulations. 

The work of a visitor has many 
characteristics which should appeal to 
college graduates. With training on the 
job it approaches the nature of a 
profession. It is concerned with helping 
the needy people of Pennsylvania, not 
only in the authorization of assistance 
grants to those who, after investigation, 
are found to be eligible for such grants. 
but in helping them to regain self 
dependency. This constitutes a chal- 
lenge to persons interested in the social 
well being of their fellow men. 

In the course of investigations, visi- 
tors meet with and interview persons 
in all walks of life — employers, govern- 
ment officials, teachers, physicians, 
landlords, and many others whose 
knowledge of the needy family assists 
him in his duties. The interviewing 
skills developed in these contacts are 
an asset to any person whether he or 
she continues in public welfare work 
or branches into some other line of 
endeavor. Much of the work is done 
away from the office, thus introducing 
an element of individual responsibility. 
With each family situation different 
from the others, the work is never 
routine. In surprising degree, the 
visitor finds many instances where his 
experiences on the job utilize classroom 
knowledge which at the time of learn- 
ing seemed to have little practical 
application. As indicated above, the 
job carries with it the satisfaction of 
having performed a real public and 
social service.

North Carolina Adopts 
New F rat Rushing Rules 

The Interfraternity Council at the 
University of North Carolina recently 
recommended that no person be initi- 
ated into a fraternity here unless he 
has an overall average of C. In order 
to Improve the scholastic standings of 
local fraternities, the council requested 
the University administration to change 
the present ruling which states that 
before initiation the prospective mem- 
ber need have only half D's and half 
C's. 

This move followed closely upon re- 
ceipt of a report from the College 
Fraternity Scholarship Officers' Assoc- 
iation which placed the University's 
fraternities in the scholastic "disgrace 
column," The overall scholastic average 
of local fraternities is eight-third in a 
list of ninety-six institutions. 

As recommended to the administra- 
tion, the ruling would apply also to 
those men pledged last fall. These 
men would be required to meet the all- 
C average. 

It was pointed out here that the 
National Interfraternity Council "has 
given up trying to get fraternities 
themselves to better their scholastic 
standing." The top fraternity organ- 
ization of the country "is now following 
the policy of asking college and univer- 
sity administrations to take action 
against fraternities in order to raise 
scholastic standings."
